ELErTirERODACTYLUS BICOBDII IX FLORIDA. 

The capture of a specimen of EleutherodactyJus ricord'n (Dnmeril et 
Bihron) at PLin Gallic about the center of the East Coast of Florida in 
January of this year was a great surprise as I am reasonably familiar ^Yith 
the fauna of this locality. Cope in his Check List of North American 
Batrachia and Keptilia (Bull. 1, U. S. Nat. Miis., 1875, p. 81) records it 
from Honthern Florida, Cuba ami Bahamas. Bonlenger (Cat. Batr. Sal., 
1882, p. 21.‘>) gives a similar distrilmtion though he had seen no specimens. 
Later Co})e writing again in his Batrachia of North America (Bull. 34, 
r. S. Nat. 5[iis., 188!), p. 318) says ‘‘A single .specimen from Key West, 
Florida, is now in the National 5Iusenm. Its proper habitat is Cuba.’’ 
This seems to be the single capture upon the strength of which Southern 
Florida has generally been included in the area of its occurrence. 

The Plan Gallic example differs in no wise from Bahaman and Cuban 
individuals plenty of which are available here in the ^Tnseum of Compara- 
tive Zoology for comi^arison. 

Stejneger has remarked on the identity of Cuban and Floridan examples 
(The Bahama Lslands, New York, The IMacmillan Co., 1905, p. 331). He 
informs me that there is no specimen in the National ^luseum from Key 
West, but one old one labeled “ Southern Florida” and four others more 
recently r(‘ceive<l from L(‘mon City. 

Tiiat this form has reached Florida fortuitously and in very recent times 
there can be no doubt whatever. The questions of the speed of its dispersal 
and whether it ndains permanently its identity with We.<t Imlian examples 
are of very vital int(‘rest. This note is otfered with the Iiojk^ that collec- 
tors may be on thewahth for this species and that tlu*y may r(*cord speci- 
mens tiiat hav(^ or which may in future come to their notic(‘.

ON tup: NA5IE OF THE TRINID.M) CfEREBA. 

4'he yellow-breasted honey-cr(H*per from Trinidad was named C. [e’?r/>e] 
trinitatis by Low(* (Ibis, Oct., 1!)07, odd), but unfortunately Bonaparte 
(Comp. Rendns, 38, 1854, 258) gave the same name to the blue honey- 
creej>er, now known as (A/anerprs ru'vnlra trinitatis (cf. Ilellmayr. Nov. 
Zool. xiii, !!)()(), 8). As this leaves the j’ellow-breasted liird from Trini- 
dad, if ilistinct from C. hifrola, without a name it may he called Cmreba 
htirola helhna ifvi .
